It comforted 
them to have the tall, thin king, 
with his long, serious and nice 
face, and the stout, motherly 
queen come and stand with them 
in their grief. 


Intimate Visit 


Once, during the war, "I lucked 
into an intimate visit with them. 
A cold, relentless rain prevented 
a scheduled journey in Edinburgh, 
Scotland. A British information 
officer said that there was a 
private ceremony which we might 
attend, if we desired.

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What Are Reasons 
For Tax Rate Hike? 


Fulton County’s tax rate is to be in- 
creased next year for the first time in 
10 years. The biggest hike, $2.25 per 
$1,000 of assessed property, comes in the 
county school district. Those outside the 
district will pay 75 cents per $1,000 more. 
The reasons are obvious. Urbanization 
has brought on needs for capital improve- 
ments and additional services. Increases 
to retire principal and interest on bonds 
recently sold are necessary unless serv- 
ices are to be curtailed. 

The increase of 1.5 mills in county 
school operating costs can be traced to in- 
creased enrollments and facilities. Even 
then the system will be operating on 8 
tight budget. Due to the manner in which 
the state dispenses school aid, the county 
is sharing a greater part of its costs 
locally. ; 
Fulton County has received no capital 
improvement funds for schools since 1952 
in spite of greatly improved enrollments. 
In successive bond issues, the county has 
raised $19,225,000 for building purposes 
in recent years and needs another $4,000,- 
000 today. 

It is only normal for citizens to be up- 
set about their tax bills. But how else 
under our present system can the needs 
of the schools be met? 

There does come a time when the prop- 
erty tax turnip is squeezed beyond. en- 
durance. That point has not been yet 
reached here. But the time will arrive 
when other sources of revenue must be 
found. One answer is more state support. 
The other is federal aid to education. 
The United States today is spending 
about 22 billion dollars on education. It 
represents about 4 per cent of the nation’s 
total output of goods and services. This 
is only about half what is spent on lei- 
sure-time activities. The Soviet Union is 
spending at least 10 per cent of its nation- 
al product on education. 

Fulton County and other large systems 
are doing more than their share locally 
at a time when the state is paying about 
72 per cent of the total school bill. The av- 
erage state contributes less than 40 per 
cent and some contribute as little as 10 
per cent. 
Something is wrong with this picture.

Registrars are working overtime in the 
hope that as many as possible will be 
added to the rolls of eligible voters. 

The ballot box is the foundation upon 
which democracy is built. Apathy toward 
voting weakens the entire system of gov- 
ernment. 

The importance of registering and 
then making wise use of the right to vote 
cannot be overemphasized. All citizens 
who are interested in the future of their 
country should see to it that they are reg- 
istered before the books are closed to- 
day. Those who fail to do so are not dis- 
charging their duties as citizens.

‘Accident? Embarrasses 
Officials in Washington 


Washington officials thus far have 
shown considerable restraint in reacting 
to Premier Khrushchev’s announcement 
that a U.S. plane had been shot down on 
Soviet territory. Except for natural anger 
at shooting down an unarmed aircraft, 
we have an idea that such restraint may 
be justified by facts. 

Khrushchev may have hit a sensitive 
spot in declaring that if a Soviet air- 
craft invaded continental United States, 
war could have been the result. It is no 
secret that the United States does have 
bases in allied countries bordering the 
Soviet Union. 

We constantly have planes in the air 
and many of the basés are always on a 
war footing. It is easy enough thus to 
violate the Soviet borders and to risk 
having our planes shot down. This also 
is true of Red China. They are not there 
as play toys. 

As for the reasons for Khrushchev's 
outburst on this and other matters, 
it is being interpreted in some quar- 
ters as anticipating failure of the sum- 
mit conference and thus to put blame 
on the West. He seems very upset about 
President Eisenhower’s decision to limit 
the conference to seven days and his pro- 
posal to substitute Vice President Nixon 
if the talks continued beyond that date. 
This, too, is easy enough to understand. 

The Soviets could have forced the 
weaponless aircraft to land without shoot- 
ing it down. But the United States is in 
the wrong in permitting such “accidents” 
to happen at a time when war always is 
a possibility.

Derby Rightfully Called 
Everybody’s Horse Race 


Kentucky’s Derby is run at Louis- 
ville today and of all the horse races this 
one is the most heavily loaded with corny 
emotions and genuine thrills. 


When the tape-recorded tune of “My 
Old Kentucky Home” is played over the 
amplifiers, sounding somewhat tinny and 
false, hardened horse players from the 
blue grass pavements of the nation’s cit- 
ies reportedly sob into their juleps. This 
never really ,happens but it is part of 
the tradition, just as is the Derby break- 
fast of bourbon whisky, Kentucky ham, 
scrambled eggs and corn muffins. 


The Derby is everybody’s horse race. 
There is good reason for this. Patterned 
after the Epson Downs Derby in England, 
it was begun in 1875 and never allowed 
to lapse: It is for 3-year-olds and the test- 
ing distance is a mile and a quarter. The 

. Preakness is older, having been estab- 
lished in 1873. It lapsed, however, from 
1889 to 1909. The Belmont Stakes is even 
older but was discontinued in 1912 and 
1913 when New York outlawed racing. 


So the Derby has a real claim to be- 
ing the greatest of our stake races inso- 
far as tradition and history are concerned.

President Eisenhower has signed the 
Civil Rights Bill passed recently by Con- 
gress.

I be- 
lieve my desire to belong to the 
fellowship of Christ was sincere 
but I was a child and I thought 
as a child. Now that I have be- 
come a man I should hope that I 
have not so much put away as 
added considerably to my child- 
ish faith. For faith like love al- 
ways grows greater. 

Growth ig also of fundamental 
importance in our spiritual lives. 
We cannot remain forever the 
same. If we stop growing, we 
usually begin to lose that which 
we have. Not to grow means a 
weakening of what we possess. 
Like our Lord, we should ever 
grow in wisdom and stature, in 
favor with God and man.

tion lasts a fraction more than two 
minutes, but it’s the greatest sports 
show on earth.

= at Churchill Downs, a joint which looks 
its age. But there’s no substitute for 
prestige and the glamour tracks can’t 
match this one for one day in the 
year. There are now 26 Derbies in the 
United States, but actually there's 
only one. 


The society guys and gals ar- 
rive in jets now, but one thing 
hasn’t changed since the horse and 
buggy days. It’s just.as tough to 
pick the winner of the 86th Derby 
as it was the first one. 


For example, an owner named 
H. P. McGrath was just as confident about Chesapeake in 1875 as 
C. V. Whitney and Leonard Frutchman are about Tompion and 
Bally Ache in 1960. 


—McGrath Set the Pattern for Owners 


Mr. McGrath set the precedent for countless owners down 
through the years. He was positive that Chesapeake would take it 
all. But Chesapeake was 15th in a field of 15. 


Fortunately, for Mr. McGrath, he also had a lightly regarded 
colt named Aristides in the race to carve a niche of history as the 
first winner of the Derby. 


The official form of the race which started it all sums up 
Mr. McGrath’s sentiments in one sentence. ‘“‘At the head of the 
stretch,” the chartman wrote, ‘‘owner McGrath, who had ex- 
pected to win with Chesapeake, waved jockey Lewis on. Im- 
mediately, Aristides moved out to win by a length.” Mr. Mc- 
Grath obviously had informed jockey Lewis to let Chesapeake 
home first if a duel developed between his entry. 


Tompion and Bally Ache are odds-on choices to turn Saturday's 
affair into a private two-horse party. But from the very beginning, 
the Derby has been chock full of surprises. 


In fact, the shortest-price Derby favorite, a thing named Himyar, 
failed .to win. He went to post at 1 to 3 and came in second. Done- 
rail, as jockey Roscoe Goose, has reminded a few thousand folks, 
staged the most stunning upset, returning $189.90 for $2 in 1913. 


In recent years Ponder (1949), Middleground (1950), Count 
Turf (1951), Dark Star (1953) and Iron Liege (1957) have upset 
the field and the experts. Dark Star’s front-running victory 
over Native Dancer ranks with the all-time shockers. 


Perhaps there’s a Dark Star in the current line-up, for as Mr. 
McGrath discovered long ago there’s nothing certain in racing in 
general and the Derby in particular. 


—Frutchman Has Bally Ache and Luck 


Tompion and Bally Ache may join the long list of disappointing 
favorites, but the colts deserve the co-star roles. Few Derby entries 
have been more consistent coming into the run for the roses. 


Bally Ache, the poor man’s choice who graduated from the $2,500 
class into the Derby, has been to post 23 times. He finished sixth 
in his first race at Hialeah. Since that February afternoon in 1959, 
the colt has never trailed more than two horses at the wire. He has 
won 11 races, finished second in eight, and third on three occasions. 
It all adds up to more than a half million bucks and the Derby 
spotlight for owner Frutchman. 


Frutchman is hoping that his luck will hold out for one more 
day. And he indicated Thursday that he’s going steady with 
dame fortune. After drawing No. 3 post for Bally Ache and 
No. 14 for Tompion out of the pillbox, Frutchman was a guest 
of honor at the Louisville Rotary Club. 


They asked him to draw names for the door prize. He pulled 
out the name of Leonard Frutchman on the first draw, drew the 
name of Mrs. Leonard Frutchman on the second. 


As mentioned here previously, C. V. Whitney has had nothing but 
bad luck at the Derby. Tompion, the stable’s 12th starter, is seeking 
its first Derby victory. Tompion has been to post 19 times, won 7, 
finished second five times and third on four occasions. The colt has 
earned more than $300,000 for Whitney, who doesn’t need the money, 
but enjoys the prestige. 


Venetian Way appears to be the lone serious threat to Tompion 
and Bally Ache, but you never can tell about a Derby. In case you 
missed our unreliable touting service yesterday, here’s the way 
they should finish: Bally Ache, Tompion, Venetian Way and Cuvier 
Relic in that order.

Aldredge, however, was confi- 
dent that the county could sell 
revenue certificates based upon 
the income from the Southeastern 
Fair and the anticipated income 
from the stadium. 


“T’ll push it to the very limit,” 
he commented. “I feel like it can 
be done.”’ 


Hartsfield opened the meeting 
by complaining of “unfair criti- 
cism” in the newspapers about 
his npt taking an active leader- 
ship position in securing a sta- 
dium here. 


“I've been the butt of a rather 
vigorous campaign in the press 
(to the effect) that the mayor 
hasn't done anything, and that 
the only reason Atlanta hasn't a 
fine, new stadium is the mayor,” 
Hartsfield said. 


He pointed out that nothing in 
the law that set up the stadium 
authority put any leadership du- 
ties upon the mayor of Atlanta. 
“There is nothing in that bill that 
requires me to activate the au- 
thority,” he added. ‘There's 
nothing in the bill that says the 
stadium has to bein Atlanta, 
even.” 


Hartsfield also recalled pre- 
vious proposals to build a munici- 
pal stadium in the Atlanta area. 
“It seems we have a pretty long 
record of exurbantly proposing 
stadiums but nothing ever comes 
of it.” 


He termed a stadium “‘a great 
community necessity’’ but said 
that the city also needs a new 
auditorium, more schools, sewers

Boc- 
canegra accepts so he may 
marry Maria, daughter of Ja- 
copo Fiesco, who has impri- 
soned her since she bore Boc- 
canegra's child. 


Commoners support Boccane- 
gra’s cause. Fiesco steps from 
his palace mourning Maria's 
death. Unaware of the tragedy, 
Boccanegra asks his friendship, 
but the old man demands to be 
given his granddaughter. Boc- 
canegra laments that the child 
has disappeared, rushes into 
the deserted palace to see Ma- 
ria’s casket. 


ACT I 


Scene 1. Garden of the Grimaldi 
Estate, 25 years later 


The embittered Fiesco now 
lives in hiding under the pseu- 
donym ‘Andrea.’ His ward 
Amelia awaits her lover, Gab- 
riele, who has joined Fiesco in 
a plot to overthrow Boccanegra.

Savannah Approves Ordinance 
To Control Boycotts by Negroes 


SAVANNAH (AP) — City Council passed an ordinance Fri- 
day to control Negro boycotting of white merchants. 


Negroes have been picketing downtown stores for more than 
a month in an effort to secure service at white lunch counters 
and other concessions from white businessmen. 


The ordinance was amended to provide $100 fines or 30 
days, or both, for violation of any of its provisions. 

Primarily the ordinance makes illegal the use of “force, 
intimidation, violence or threats,”’ in any attempt to further the 
economic boycott. 


It also prohibits mass picketing in front of stores to dis- 
rupt business and for two or more persons to assemble at or
